UF HIS DAUGHTER 


He Was Editor of Globe-Demo- 
crat Eighteen Years; Retired 
Three Weeks Ago. 


NEARLY 73 YEARS OLD 


Death Das Due to Chrenic Bron- 
¢hitis After an Illness of 
About a Month. 


Capt’ Henry King, who was until 
three weeks ago editor of the Globe- 
Democrat, died at 2 o'clock -this aft- 
ernoon at the home of his son-in-law 
and daughter, Dr. and Mrs. N. J. 
Hawley, 3864 Cleveland avenue. 
Chronic bronchitis was the cause of 


death, which followed an illness of 


more than a month. He was 72 years 
and 10 months old. 


Capt. King was a native of Ohio, but 
was reared in Illinois. He learned the 
printer’s trade after leaving ~ehool. 
and, like many printers of his day. he 
turned from the mechanical to the pr.>% 
fessional side of newspaper work, be- 
coming a reporter shortly before the 
Civil War began. He was married 
about the same time, but he entered 
the Union Army, and served through 
the war, rising to the rank of Captain. 

After the war, Capt. King located in 
Kansas, which was then a. hotbed of 
political strife. He was associated with 
the late Maj. Joseph Kennedy Hudson, 
soldier-editor like himself, in the found- 
ing of the Topeka. Capital.. He is said 
te have declined an appointment as 
United States Senator, this action be- 
ing in keeping with his lifelong belief 
that a newspaper editor should not sac- 
rifice his influence with the public, or 
his personal independence, by becom- 
ing an office holder. 

Wrote Editorials for Rival. 

He was for a time in charge of a 
paper in Quincy, Il., and he later re- 
lated that, when the editor of a riva! 
daily was ill, he wrote, for several days, 
the editorials for the rival paper, some 
of .which were bitter attacks on his 
own paper. He was engaged in edi- 
torial work in Topeka when, in 1883, he 
poceDpted. 2. lobe-Democrat 
Mftorial sth WAS orial writer 


under- Joseph B. McCullagh until Mc- 


Cullagh’s* sudden death, Dec. 30, 1896. In 
the following month he was appointed 
editor. 

He was in charge of the editorial and 
news departments of the paper, but in 
recent years he devoted himself largely 
to formulation of the paper's editorial 
policy. 

Considered for U. 8, Senator. 

When the Republican party came into 
control of the Legislature in 1905, and 
the Kerens bolt prevented the election 
of T. K. Niedringhaus as United States 
Senator, Capt. King’s name was con- 
sidered for election. While it is not cer- 
tain that Capt. King vetoed this sug- 
gestion, he took “no active steps to en- 
courage it, and he commended the com- 
promise selection of Maj. William War- 
ne’, 

Capt. King, for many years a widower, 
made his home, in recent year, with his 
son-in-law and daughter, Dr. and Mrs. 
Hawley. \ His illness caused him, about 
the middie of February, to drop his 
office work, and Feb. 26 his resignation 
as editor was announced. 


MAN FAINTS WHEN $17,100 
BID ON FARM IS ACCEPTED 


Belleville Buyer ‘cCcmits He Can’t Pay 
and Owner of 100-Acre Tract Takes 
It Off His Hands. 

Bidders were plentiful at the Belle- 
ville Courthouse this morning waen the 
100-acre farm owned by Phiilip’ Stock, 
four miles north of Belleville, was put 

up at auction by Constable Ben Lautz. 

The bidding opened at $100 per acre 
and for the first few minutes was live- 
ly, but as the price increased the race 
for the title narrowed down to Philliv 
Hinderthier, a farmer of that vicinity, 
and a stranger. 

Constable Lautz was , about to accept 
the stranger’s offer of $170, but before 
his hammer could crash on the word 
“Gone!”’ Hinderthier bid $171, whereupon 
the stranger departed, 

Then the successful bidder was found 
prostrate between two buggies at the 
side of the square in a faint from which 
he was revived.only after 10 minutes’ of 
treatment. 

Hinderthier, when he recovered his 
faculties, explained that the sudden re- 
alization of the debt of $17,100 whfth he 
had contracted in his excitement, with 
his knowledge that he was in no finan- 
cial position to pay such a sum, had 
caused him to lose consciousness. Stock 
later bought the land in by bidding $172 
and thereby released Hinderthier.

In 1909 when $3,000,000 worth of free 
bridge bonds were sold, the highest 
premiuny obtainable was $9.51 1-5.

EL. SOHAPER SAYS 
STORE PAID PROGIT 


Tells of Organization of 
Investment Concern. 


At the bankruptcy. hearing of the 
Schaper Bros. Mercantile Co. before 
Referee Walter D. Coles, this mornins, 
Edward L. Schaper, who was president 
of the company, gave testimony about 
the leasehold of: the store which had 
been figured by him as an asset. He 
said that an offer to buy the company 
had been made to him in March, 1914, 
and that the buyer offered to pay for 
the stock on hand and $175,000 for the 
leasehold of the building and good will. 

When questioned about the rating 
statement of $436,000 given to R. G. Dun 
& Co., in July, 1913, when the inventory 
showed only $276,000 in merchandise, he 
said that he included the actual worth 
of the leasehold, which, he had .gotten 
by taking the increase in taxes with the 
former worth of the lease. 

Referee Coles asked him how he ar- 
rived at the figure and he explained that 
he had forgotten. When asked why he 
had rated the leasehold as merchandise, 
he said that he had something to sell. 
Refere@ Coles asked him if it was not 
casier to sell merchandise. He replied 
that it was easier to sell the leasehold 
than the merchandise. ; 

He said that the Schaper company had 
formed a new organization, called. the 
Williams Investment Co., to which the 
profits of the Schaper company were 
turned over. He said the principal stock- 
holders were himself, - Albert Schaper 
and William Schaper. 

He said that all but $10,000 of the $125,- 
000 original capital stock had been used 
in the business. He said that $100 a 
month was paid for the keeping of the 
books and that a separate set of books 
were kept for the Williams company. 
When any money was turned over to 
the Williams company, it was properly 
entered, he said. 

Although no, rent was paid from Feb- 
ruary until May of 1914, Schaper said 
that he and John D. Davis, president of 
the Lindell Real Estate Co., owners of 
the buliding, had an understanding thai 
no rent would be paid during the re- 
mainder of 1914, but that $5000 a month 
was to be paid in 19156 and that $5000 in 
addition to the amount specified in the 
lease was to be paid during 1916 to 1918. 

Referee Coles asked him why the 
owner of the building was so willing to 
allow the tenant to default of the rent, 
when the leasehold was gvorth $175,000, 
Shaper offered no explanation. He said

merchandise before it was put on sale 
in the store. 


1014 DIE IN PENNSYLVANIA MINES 


Death Toll fer 1 1914 Is Sma er Than 
Year Previous. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 15.—More 
than 1000 lives were lost in and about 
the mines of Pennsylvania in 1914, ac- 
cording to statistics made public today 
‘by the State Department of Mines. 
There were 600 men and boys killed in 
the anthracite mines, a reduction of 24, 
as compared with 1918, and 413 lost their 
lives in the bituminous regions, a de- 
crease of 198, compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

The total production of coal in the 
State was 237,251,885 tons. The number 
of persons employed in and about the 
mines last year was 376,831.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 15.—

that the German ship was about and 
told to slow up.

@rom the British warship: 

‘“"The Hitel Friedrich has passed into 
the Virginia capes and will never come 
out alive.”

To Make His Own. Repairs. 

It developed today that Commander 
Thierichens plans to make his own re- 
pairs on the Litel, with his own ma- 
chinists, and plans to get the supplies 
from the local shipyard.

Hundreds of persons obtained entrance 
to the shipyard yesterday and gazed at 
the Prinz Eitel as she lay at her dock 
silhoutted against the shining red hull 
of the United States battleship Pennsyl- 
vania, largest warship in the world, 
which will be ‘launched here Tuesday. 
“Heard the Battle” in Pacific. 
“You have no idea what it means to 
lie idle here, when we know they are 
fighting at home,” Capt. Thierichens said 
to an Associated Press representative. 
“Why, even when we were out 
‘there chasing enemy ships. and 
dodging war vessels we ~*could 
not help feeling that all the things 
that were happening at home would be 
only printed history for us. 

“The nearest we ever came to real ac- 
tion was during the battle off the coast 
of Chile. I did not see that. But I 
heard it. 

“I was with our operator and heard 
Scharnhorst give the orders when the 
British ships were sighted. I heard the 
flag call, ‘Clear for ‘action.’ I listened 
to every command until the battle was 
ended and I knew that the Monmouth 
was sinking.”’ 

The news of the other engagement in 
the Atlantic, the Captain said, was not 
known to the Eitel’s men, until long aft- 
er the brave comrades had been defear- 


When the Captain heard for the first 
time details of Von Hindenbure’s cam- 
paign, the attack on the Dardanelles and 
Engiand’s blockade he made no com- 
ment, but when he was shown a fac- 
simile of the iron rings that German 
women were wearing as proof that ‘they 
gave gold for iron for the fatherland,” 
he seemed deeply moved.

EL. SOHAPER SAYS 
STORE PAID PROFIT 


Tells of Organization of 
Investment Concern. 


At the bankruptcy hearing of the 
Schaper Bros. Mercantile Co. before 
Referee Walter D. Coles, this morning, 
Edward L. Schaper, who was president 
of the company, gave testimony about 
the leasehold of the store which had 
been figured by him as an asset. He 
said that an offer to buy the company 
had been made to him in March, 1914, 
and that the buyer offered to pay for 
the stock on hand and $175,000 for the 
leasehold of the building and good will. 

When questioned about the rating 
statement of $436,000 given to R. G. Dun 
& Co., in July, 1913, when the inventory 
showed only $276,000 in merchandise, he 
said that he included the actual worth 
of the leasehold, which, he had .gotten 
by taking the increase in taxes with the 
former worth of the lease. 

Referee Coles asked him how he ar- 
rived at the figure and he explained that 
he had forgotten. When asked why he 
had rated the leasehold as merchandise, 
he said that he had something to sell. 
Refere@ Coles asked him if it was not 
casier to sell merchandise. He replied 
that it was easier to sell the leasehold 
than the merchandise. 

He said that the Schaper company had 
formed a new organization, called the 
Williams Investment Co., to which the 
profits of the Schaper company were 
turned over. He said the principal stock- 
holders were himself, - Albert Schaper 
and William Schaper. 

He said that all but $10,000 of the $125,- 
000 original capital stock had been used 
in the business. He said that $100 a 
month was paid for the keeping of the 
books and that a separate set of books 
were kept for the Willidms company. 
When any money was turned over to 
the Williams company, it was properly 
entered, he said. 

Although no rent was paid from Feb- 
ruary until May of 1914, Schaper said 
that he and John D. Davis, president of 
the Lindell Real Estate Co., owners of 
the buliding, had an understanding thai 
no rent would be paid during the re- 
mainder of 1914, but that $5000 a month 
Was to be paid in 1916 and that $5000 in 
addition to the amount specified in the 
lease was to be paid during 1916 to 1918. 

Referee Coles asked him why the 
owner of the building was so willing to 
allow the tenant to default of the rent, 
when the leasehold was gvorth $175,000, 
Shaper offered no explanation. He said 
dapper cent was added to the cost of the 
merchandise before it was put on sale

Death Toll ton’ 1914 Is Sma er Than 
Year Previous. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., March 15.—More 
than 1000 lives were lost in and about 
the mines of Pennsylvania in 1914, ac- 
cording to statistics made public today 
‘by the State Department of Mines. 
There were 600 men and boys killed in 
the anthracite mines, a reduction of 24, 
as compared with 1918, and 413 lost their 
lives in the bituminous regions, a de-

SHOT STOPPED U. S. SHIP 


Supply. of Sisal for Farmers of 
This Country Was Threat- 
ened by Stopping Exports. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Gen. Car- 
ranza has abandoned his blockade of the 
Port of Progreso on urgent representa- 
tions by the United States. 

The Mexican gunboat Zaragosa has 
been called off and two American ships 
laden with sisal for the United States 
were cleared Saturday without inter- 
ference. | 

Rear Admiral Caperton, commanding 
the American fleet in Mexican waters, 
reported the raising of the blockade to- 
day and reported the Zaragosa has re- 
turned to Vera Cruz. 

The Admiral’s dispatches crossed a 
new note sent by President Wilson on 
its way to Carranza this morning giv- 
ing notice that the United States was 
determined to raise the blockade, and, 
if necessary, use the cruiser Des Moines 
to do so. 

State Department advices also re- 
ported that Progreso was open for the 
present at least, aithough they assigned 
@ severe storm as the reason for the 
return to Vera Cruz of the gunboat 
Zaragosa. A British steamer which had 
been detained, sailed Friday. 

Naval officials declare there is little 
probability of a renewal of the effort 
to close the port. 

Amertean Ship Stopped With Shot. 

It became known, for the first time, 
that last week the Mexican gunboat had 
stopped one American ship with a shot 
across her bows, had held up another 
and had interfered with British ship- 
ping. The seriousness of the situation 
growing out of the blockade of Progreso 
was pointed out by Secretary Houston 
of the Department of Agriculture, who 
advised, the President that 200,000,000 
pounds of twine are used each year in 
the United States in binding grain, flax 
and corn crops, and that nine-tenth of 
the supply is made from sisal grown in 
Yucatan and exported through Progreso 

Telegrams from manufacturers and 
farmers in the grain-growing states 
pouring into the White House and the 
State Department pointed out that un- 
less sisal was obtained through Pro- 
greso, the harvesting of thie year’s grain 
crop by usual methods would be embar- 
rassed and would have to be done almost 
entirely by hand. 

Situation Serious for Farmers. 

Secretary Houston believed the situa- 
tion a very serious one for grain growing 
states. 

Since Feb. % the State Department 
had steadily protested to Carranza 
against closing Progreso, where there 
have been factional troubles between 
Mexicans nominally under his con- 
trol. The people of Yucatan, it. was 
said, obtain all their food from outside 
sources and were as anxious that the 
embargo be raised as was the United 
States. Carranza allowed no food to 
go into Progreso since he established 
the blockade. 

The American notice made it plain that 
the United States had no intention of 


| RESIDENT WILSON’S reply. |

March 8 which was in re- 
sponse to the urgent representa- 
tions of the United States for bet- 
ter treatment of foreigners in Mex- 
ico, was in part as follows:

A diamond ring which sold two years 
azo for $250, Maxwell said, now brings 
at least $300, and is considered cheap at, 
that figure. The price will become 
hicher, he said, as the war progresses. 

Tariff 10 Per Cent Higher. 

Part of the increased price, Maxwell 
rvinted out, is due to the added 10 per 
cent tariff which Uncle Sam collects.

WASHINGTON, ‘March 15.—The War 
Department is standing squarely behind 
Capt. T. F. Ryan, recruiting officer at 
Indianapolis, who recently was cited for 
contempt of court for his criticism of a 
Judge at Logansport, Ind., who attempt- 
ed to sentence a prisoner to enlistment 
in the army. The Captain has been in- 
structed by the department’ to appear 
before the Court and disclaim any in- 
tention of contempt.

Gov. Major refuses to speak out on the antt-: 


| primary bill passed by the State Senate and pen¢- 


ing in the House. He says cryptically that if it 
hadn’t been for the primary system he never 
could have been Attorney-General or Governor. 
His vague utterances are taken as an intima- 
tion that he wants the primary system in order 


that his ambition te be United States Senator may 


be realised and for this reason he will veto the 
anti-primary bill if the House passes it. 

What a reason! : 

United States senatorships are not won nowa- 
days by evasion and cowardice. They are won by 
sound conviction and courageous action. No man 
can be elected to high office in Missouri who in 
responsible office countenances an assault on the 
power of the people directly to control the Gov- 
ernment, 

Referring in his local organ to the defeat of 
the code revision bill in the House, Gov. Major 
says he will give “his best efforts to the attempt 
to secure its passage.” 

How will the Governor give his best efforts to 
this end? By personal influence? Wherein is 
this method more appropriate or effective than 
by exercising his constitutional prerogative and 
duty to address the Legislature and recommend 
desirable measures. 

The way for a Governor to promote good and 
defeat bad measures is to make these measures 
public issues. The issue on a good or bad meas- 
ure can always be taken to the people by a chief 
executive.

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MOTHER'S PENSION LAWS. 

‘Twenty-three , states, not including Missouri, 
have state-wide mothers’ pension laws, all passed 
within four years. New York, Indiana and Mis- 
souri legislatures are considering such laws, now 
before them. St. Louis and Kansas City have 
Boards of Children’s Guardians, and the Kinney 
bill, just passed by the Senate, is intended to 
improve on. the system now used in “these two 
cities and apply it to the. whole State. 

The bill should become law, sé that’ Missouri 
may get in line with other progressive states in 
caring for destitute children and ‘their mothers, 

Laws of this kind save children front becoming 
criminals. Before the mothers’ pension law was 
enacted in Illinois, 280 children, out of 2000 whose 
fathers were dead and their mothers poor, were 
brought into the Juvenile Court for law-breaking. 
Since the law took effect, only 8 such children 
have been brought before the Court as delinquent. 

And the effect on- the: mothers, in cases where 
the pension allowance enables the little family 
%G remain intact, is equally happy. Without an 
allowance paid to her, a destitute mother, de- 
prived of her bread-winner, must separate herself 
from her children and try to find employment. 
It has been found that this condition, through the 
discouragement and unnecessary hardship it im- 

oses On young mothers, is a moral menace. A 
mother has every incentive to lead an upright 
life if she has her young children with her.

SOME NEW RECIPES. 


Boston Oyster Pie.—Take a quantity 
of oysters, put into a saucepan and 
cook in their own Wquor; or, if neces- 
sary, add a little water; boil 3 or 4 m>- 
dium-sized potatoes until done, then 
cut in slices; line a pudding dish half 
way up fts sides with puff paste, turn 
a small teacup bottom up in the middle 
of the dish to keep up the top crust, put 
in first a layer of oysters and then a 
few potatoes, season with bits of butter 
and a little salt and pepper and dredge 
with flour; add another layer of oysters 
and so on until the dish is filled; add 
the liquor in whicn the oysters were 
cooked. There should be as much liquid 
as for chicken or other meat pie. Cover 
with top crust, cut places for steam to 
escape and bake % of an hour. 


Creamy Rice Pudding.—It must be 
baked very slowly, not more than a 
gentle simmer: One quart of milk, 
4 teaspoons of rice, heaped; 4 table- 
spoons of sugar (more if you want 
it sweeter), a little salt, about a halt 
level teaspoon of cinnamon; bake 
about 2 hours in a moderate oven, 
stirring frequently in the beginning 
to keep the rice from settling; when 
done the rice should be well swollen 
and tender and the milk creamy. 
Don’t let it cook until thick and stiff. 
Serve cold. 


Clam Pie.—Take a can of clams or 
a pint of fresh clams, place in deep dish 
with 1 cup of cracker crumbs, 1 large 
onion; sliced, pepper, salt and drop pieces 
of butter over top; add clam juice and

E have with us today the tough luck kid of baseball, Adrian C. Anson, 
who once had a gold mine locked up in his safety deposit box and 
piffled it away trying to eke an existence out of a billiard hall, 


Anson is noted for other things, 
of which may be mentioned a few 
trifles like being about the best long- 
term hitter that ever lived, probably 
the best first baseman of all time, 
and the man who held down a job as 
manager of the same team longer 
than any other leader that ever defied 


Father Time. 

But the fact that excites the sym- 
pathies of most fans is that he is 
now, at an advanced age, extracting 

a bare living as a vaudevillian, when 
he might have been reélling about in 
Charley Murphy’s fi ancial shoes, 
care-free and with a million on the sun- 
ny side.

The stock of the. 46 St. Louis banks 
and trust companies’ has an average 
market value of $217 for each $100 share, 
and the total number of shareholders in 
the various institutions is 12,145. Allow- 
ing a reasonable percentage for duplica- 
tions, more than 11,000 individuals hold 
the stock of these concerns. 

These figures are shown by an analy- 
sis of the City Assessor’s annual state- 
ment of shareholders in St. Louis finan- 
cial institutions in connection with cur- 
rent market quotations. The Assessor's 
list was made up from data of June 1 
last, as a basis for taxation. The taxes 
on bank stock are paid by the banks, 
not the individual holders, but a list of 
shareholders is annually furnished to 
the assessor. Only institutions within 
the city limits of St. Louis are included. 

The banks’ report March 4 to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury shows a de- 
crease of $4,150,000 in the total capital 
stocks of the banks and trust com- 
panies. Nearly one-half of this is ac- 
counted for by the merging of the Com- 
monweaith Trust Co., with a capital 
stock of $2,000,000, inte the American 
Trust. Co., with a capital stock of 
$1, 00%,,000. 

The total capital now stands as $38,- 
000,000, and the total of surplus and undi- 
vided profits is $33,863,015, as compared 
with $37,964,991 a year ago. 

The City Assessor’s report shows Da- 
vid R. Francis to be the holder of tke 
largest market value of shares. His 
holdings, at tke present market quota- 
tions, aggregate $743,900, and consist of 
1254 shares of Merchants-Laclede, 
Mississippi Valley, 320 St. Louis Unien 
and 100 Mercantile. 

The woman holding the largest aggre- 
gate value of stock is Mrs. Caroline E. 
Pope of 6295 Waterman avenue. Her 
holdings in the Boatmen’s, Mechanics- 
American, Merchants-Laclede, State Na- 
tional and Third National banks total 
$298,255 in value. Mrs. Minna Gehner of 
4494 Lindell boulevard is second, with 
$291,675.

4 countries. From North America there 
was an increase of 5,000,000 bushels or 
120 per cent over last year. But Rus- 
sia, Australia and the Danube states, 
which sent out 6,700,000 bushels in the 
same week of 1914, did not export a 
bushel last week. Much has been said 
of the importance of German purchases 
to our cotton market; yet the price of 
spot cotton went today to the highest 
level since the war began.”’ 

“No action has been taken yet by 
the Federal Reserve Board locking 
towards the rediscounting by one re- 
serve bank of paver taken by another 
reserve bank.
